SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

He was taken to the headquarters of 
his foes and tried by a drum-head 
court-martial, which ordered him to 
be shot August 15. The execution was 
to have taken place between 2 and 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

At the last moment he was given 
the alternative between signing a dec- 
laration establishing the complicity of 
Salvador in the revolution against the 
Davila government or death. Under 
threats he finally gave way, and at 
the point of a ‘bayonet signed. 

The declaration was afterward used 
before the peace court, which met at 
Carthage, but the court discovered 
how it had been obtained and de- 
clared it valueless. 

Cannon went to Honduras in 1893. 
For a time he was Chief of Police at 
San Miguel. His parents now live in 
Harrisburg, Pa.

Augustus Griffin. 

BELLINGHAM (Wash.) Feb. &— 
Augustus Griffin, four times a million- 
aire and four times a bankrupt, a p- 
oneer of Whatcom county, died here 
today, aged 87 years. Griffin made a 
fortune in the early fifties in San 
Francisco, and was rated as a mil- 
lienaire.

ANKRUPTCY BILL. 

We are giad to hear that amendments have 
bern made to the national bankruptcy laws, and 
that Mr. Clayton of Alabama failed to have the 
law totally repealed. Mercantile influences have 
been working to get a law on the statute books 
which shali make the collection of just debts less 
jexpensive and less slow. From the brief outline 
of the bill just passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives it looks as if the new law would be 
swifter than the old. From the fact that no effort 
was made by the business interests (so far as the 
press has informed us) against the law, we are 
led to conclude that the amendments met with the 
approval of merchants pretty generally. It should 
also be acceptable to the debtor classes, as it 
appears to us. All claims may be “bunched,” all 
assets assembled before one court. This makes the 
proceedings less complicated, with prompter action 
and smaller expense; it favors the debtor as much 
as the creditor, if he is honest, and laws are not 
passed to protect dishonesty. If judgment is given 
against a debtor, he must pay or go through bank- 
ruptey. If he holds out part of his assets he is 
liable to be watched and followed for years.

PRESIDENT WESTON. 


A TRIBUTE BY DR. BURDETTE. 

In his sermon Sunday morning Rev. 
Robert J. Burdette of Temple Baptist 
Church paid the following tribute to 


-| the late President Henry G. Weston 


of Crozer Theological Seminary, who 
died at his home in Chester, Pa., Fri- 
day evening last: 

Know ye not there is a prince and 
u great man fallen this day in Israel?“ 
Last Friday evening, as a child falling 
asieep among the shadows, Henry 
Griggs Weston, president of Crozer 
Theological Seminary, entered into rest 
at Rosclawn,“ his home at that school 
of the prophets. He became its first 
president forty-one years ago, and has 
continued to actively exercise the du- 
ties of that office up to the time he was 
called up higher. He was born Sep- 
temter 11, 1820, in Lynn, Mass. He 
was graduated at Brown University, 
and Mewton Theological Seminary, and 
at once entered upon the ministry of 
a heme missionary in Illinois. He be- 
came pastor of _ 


istry for thirteen years. In 1859 he was 
called to the pastorate of the then 
Oliver-street, afterward Madison-ave- 
nue Baptist Church in New York City. 
In 1868, when the sons and daughters 
ot John. P. Crozer, a great and munifi- 
cent layman of the Baptist denomina- 
tion, led by Samuel A. Crozer, the et- 
est son, established Crozer Seminary 
as a onument to their beloved fath- 
ers memory, Dr. Weston was called 
to be its president. Dr. Barbour tells 
how once he heard him say: ‘I was al- 
ways one of the pets of Providence.’ 
Tl is was because he never sought the 
higher seats in the assemblies of men, 
and all the honors of his life came to 
nim unsought. He was as happy, as 
»alous, as devoted when he was a 
home missionary in Illinois (his first 
year’s cash salary was less than $2) as 
when, surrounded by friends and hon- 
ors, and his beloved roses, he was the 
revered president of the great Crozer 
Seminary. All his honors came to him 
unsought. 

“I was a boy & years old when I 
pastor, and 


looked up to him as my 
As I 


loved him, as did all children 
think of him this morning, fragments 
of his sermons, remembered and cher- 
ished in this more than half a hun- 
dred years, whisper as so many times 
they have whispered in my heart. ‘For 
the love of Christ constraineth us.“ It is 
the dearest of many of his texts I re- 
member. I was a boy listening to « 
sermon by a scholar. And it seems tu 
me I can almost repeat passages from 
ft as I heard the words fall from his 
lips. The old men leaned forward 0 
catch every word. The chiidren lifted 
their heads to catch the passages 
meant especially for them, with Ur 
eautiful emile that kindled his words 
with. gentleness. And his voice! rt 
never changed to the last time I talked 
with him a few years ago—strong, ten- 
dey persuasive, magnetic. If I closed 
— bye I listened, shutting out the 
sight of the white beard and the snowy 
hair, I could see the young preacher, 
hair and beard black as night, who 
made church-going a joy to me when 
T wae @ hov 

He was a rock in his convictions. 
Adamant in his principles. A great- 
heart in his leadership. A woman in 
his tenderness. Sorrow came, lifting its 
tear-biinded eyes to his for consola- 
tion, Penitence knelt before him, sob- 
hing out its shame and confession.

Partial Shut-Down on the Sabbath

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 8—If an or- 
dinance that was introduced tonight 
before the City Council should be 
adopted, Santa Monica will be a tem- 
perance city, at least so far as Sunday 
is concerned. The ordinance, which 
was referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, provides that all wholesale houses 
shall be closed from midnight of Sat- 
urdey until 6 o'clock a.m. Monday, 
and that all retail saloons and pool- 
rooms shall remain closed from mid- 
night of Saturday until noon of Sun- 
day. It is the theory of the temper- 
ance people that half a loaf is better 
than no bread. They would have no 
hope of securing the adoption of an 
ordinance doing away with the Sun- 
day “booze” business at one fell 
swoop; but they think that by cutting 
the privilege away piece by piece it 
will not be long until the law can be 
amended s® that all liquor houses 
—4 be closed throughout every Sun- 
ay.
